the unwarranted bear raid prac­ 
tically every bah* of cotton re­ 
maining unsold can be tied up. 
Supplies will run .-hort from now 
on as compared with one year 
ago and there will be no necessity 
for marketing any of the new 
crop before next October.

crack is fourteen railes long, aud is 
at no place under 700 feet wide. 
It 
is 1.800 feet deep. 
The walla are al­ 
most vertical. 
So far as known, no 
exploration of 
the crack 
has ever 
been made. 
The country where it is 
found has an altitude of about 3,000 
feet. 
It is believed that an explora­ 
tion of the crack may reveal rich min­ 
erals, particularly quicksilver. 
The search that has been made re­ 
cently for quicksilver prospects In 
that section 
has 
brought 
to 
light 
other interesting geological wonders. 
It is stated by Dr. Phillips that fifty 
extinct 
volcanoes have 
beeu found 
there. 
A number of rich quicksilver 
mines are being operated in tho dis­ 
trict, and preparations are being made 
to develop many other promising pros­ 
pects. 
Dr. 
Phillips 
says 
that 
the 
quicksilver output of the district this 
year will be at least 6,000 llasks.—

Cutting Metals With Oxygen. 


Diamond may cut diamond, but oxy 


gen cuts metal. The apparatus con 
sists essentially of a tube, with two 
brandels terminating in 
blowpipes 


moved along a guide In front of the 
molal plates or part to be cut at the 
rate of about six inches per minute.' 


One of the blowpipes delivers an 


oxyhydrogen flame, which raises the 
metal where it is to be cut to a tern 
perature corresponding with dark red. 
The following blowpipe delivers a Je 
of pure oxygen, which enters 
Into 


combustion with the hot metal, thus 
producing a clear channel like a saw 
cut about one-eighth inch thick, th« 
remainder of the meal being unatfect 
ed by the operation.—Jewelers' Clrcu 
lar Weekly. 


Hind Limbs Lacking In Animals.

mentally bind limbs. In the whale 
tribe there is no evidence externally 
of bind limbs.

On July 1 the wages of 12,000 car- 


penters in New York city will be in- 
creased from $4.50 per day to $4.80. 
The agreement was reached between 
the Brotherhood of carpenters 
and 


joiners and tbe Master 
Carpenters' 


association of that city, after con 
ferences lasting over 
two months. 


This is a compromise, the carpenters 
asking for »5 per day. 


The railroad employes who went to 


Washington to protest against rail- 
road rate legislation are getting little 
sympathy 
and many hard knocks 


from their brethren in the labor world. 
The official journal of the switchmen 
In a recent Issue calls attention to the 
fact that none of the railroad em 
ployes who opposed rate legislation 
represent their organizations officially

The'average margin for the week 
as given out by Secretary Hathaway 
of the Manufacturers' association has 
been 75.37, allowing a 3 per cent 
wage dividend to the mill operatives. 
The margin is figured on an average 
price of 11.99 for spot cotton 
and 


cloths at the same quotation as last 
week—3% cents for 28-Inch 64 squares 
and 5% cents for 38^-inch goods.— 
Fall River (Mass.) Dispatch. 


It is reported that radical changes

Boston have decided to request that 
the wages for handling bulk cargo be 
increased from SO cents to 45 cents 
an hour for day work, to 46 cents 
an hour, an Increase of five cents 
for alght work, and also that time 


and a half be paid for overtime. The 
request Is made through the long* 
shoremen's trade council, which in- 
cludes tbe five big Knights of Labor 
assemblies of longshoremen and the 
provident union. 
The general executive board of the 


International Trades Council has can- 
celed all Indebtedness of local coun- 
cils which have been suspended for 
arrears and ordered them reinstated 
in good standing upon their making: 
application. 
The per capita tax tor 


local councils with less than 300 
members has been reduced to 5 cents 
per member a quarter.

ographers in the city ball of St. 
Louis, Mo., 
with men "who have 


families to support and can do the 
work just as well as women," was 
Inaugurated at tbe meeting of the 
house of delegates. A resolution in- 
troduced and unanimously adopted 
brought about the appointment of a 
committee of five "to ascertain the 
number of women stenographers In 
the city departments, their 
names, 


salaries, and the character of work 
performed by them." 


George W. Perkins, international 


president of the cigarmaker's union, 
and who bas received practically a 
unanimous renomlnatlon. Is a native 
of WiUlamsburg, Mass. 
He joined

A strike of 2,000 slate workers is 


on at Poultney and West Pawlett, Vt. 
and Granvllle, N. Y. The company 
reduced the wages of the men 7 per 
cent. 
They quit work immediately. 


They bad no union, but immediately 
organized one after going out. Tho 
company claims the 
reduction 
in 


wages is due to over production, and 
that it has 200,000 squares of slate, 
valued at $750,000 in stock, and the 
customary winter's falling off in de- 
mand Is at hand. The strike is the 
largest ever known in the slate In- 
dustry of this or any other country. 
It is said. 


The revised laws of the Internation- 


al Association of Bridge and Struct- 
ural Iron Workers, which became ef- 
fective Jan. 1, provide for some radi- 
cal changes In the financial system. 
Under the new laws the per capita 
tax to the International organization 
is 35 cents a month instead of 
40 


cents per quarter, as formerly. 
Un- 


der the old system, however, 
the 


members were charged 45 cents a 
quarter for the insurance fund and 
15 cents a quarter for the magazine. 
The new tax will cover all obliga- 
tions. The transfer system also was 
amended, so that all that a member 
now requires to obtain a transfer Is 
to be in good standing. Under the 
old rules 50 cents was charged for 
each transfer. 


"For the first time in the history 


of the anthracite board of concilia- 
tion," says Fuel, "President Baer of 
the Reading company attended 
a 


meeting of that body the week before 
Christmas. His visit was brief, and 
upon leaving declined to talk.

Crpek Fourteen Miles Long. 


The second largest crack in the 


earth In the United States has been 
discovered In a remote part of the 
Terllngua quicksilver district, about 
ninety miles south of Marathon, Tex- 
as, according to Dr. William B. Phil 
lips, formerly director of the Stato 
mineral survey, who Is now operating 
quicksilver mines in that section. Dr. 
Phillips says that this 
wonderful 


crack is fourteen miles long, and Is 
at no place under 700 feet wide. 
It 


is 1,800 feet deep. The walls are al- 
most vertical. 
So far as known, no 


exploration of the crack 
has ever 


been'made. The country where U is 
found has an altitude of abeut 3,000 
feet. 
It is believed that an explora- 


tion of the crack may reveal rich min- 
erals, particularly quicksilver. 


The search that has been made re- 


cently for quicksilver prospects In 
that section has brought to light 
other Interesting geological wonders. 
It is stated by Dr. Phillips that fifty 
extinct 
volcanoes have been found 


there. 
A number of rich quicksilver 


mines are being operated in the dis- 
trict, and preparations are being made 
to develop many other promising pros- 
pects. Dr. Phillips says that the 
quicksilver output of the district this 
year will be at least 6.000 flasks.— 
New York Times.

a virtual monopoly of an enormous 
and increasing business. We take it 
for granted that any judicious stock 
nan who had his choice of what Be 
should do tor a living would choose 
not to be ft stock broker. 
We find 


therefore that the attractiveness of 
easy money making outweighs by 
nearly 9100,000 the natural dlslncllna- 
tlon to engage in an objectionable call- 
ing. 
All observers may not agree 


that the calling Is objectionable. It 
is a necessary caHlng. All will agree 
as to that. There must be some ap- 
paratus for bringing together the buy- 
ers and sellers of securities and mak- 
ing prices at which they can trade. 
Investors who want to buy stocks or 
bonds absolutely need as a rule brok- 
ers to act for them, and somebody 
to constitute a market. But a small 
number of brokers could take care of 
alt the real investors. About ninety- 
nlne-hundredths of the stock brokers- 
business Is done for speculators, who 
buy stocks that they believe will go 
up and sell stocks which they think 
will go down. 


80 pretty much all the brokers' offi- 


ces are gambling shops, run wide open 
In conformity with the law and un- 
der supervision of various prophets. 
We are all gamblers when we buy or 
sell stocks on a margin, anticipating 
a rise or a fall, and the brokers are 
the gentlemen croupiers who assist 
us In getting up our money, and in 
getting hands on our gains when we 
are winners.—Harper's Weekly.

Samarcand, Bokhara, Merr, or that 
fantastic capital which Kubla Khait 
upreared in Xanadu.

Fresh milk and butter wa 
get from our cowa and other necessi- 
ties can be obtained at reasonable 
prices at all the stores."

Cutting Metals With Oxygen. 


Diamond may cut diamond, but oxy 


gen cuts metal. The apparatus con 
sists essentially of a tube, with two 
brandels terminating 
in 
blowpipes, 


moved along a guide In front of the 
molal plates or part to be cut at the 
rate of about six inches per minute." 


One of the blowpipes delivers an 


oxyhydrogen flame, which raises the 
metal where It is to be cut to a tern 
perature corresponding with dark red. 
The following blowpipe delivers a Jet 
of pure oxygen, which enters 
into 


combustion with the hot metal, thut 
producing a clear channel like a saw 
cut about one-eighth inch thick, th« 
remainder of the meal being unaffect 
ed by the operation.—Jewelers' Clrcu 
lar Weekly. 


Hind Limbs Lacking In Animals. 
Snakes are not the only animal* 


which exhibit the possession of rudl 
mentally hind limbs. In the whale 
tribe there is no evidence externally 
of hind limbs.

During the month of November the 


American Federation of Labor is- 
sued twenty-four charters, as follows: 
State branches, 1; city central bodies, 
3; federal 
labor unions, 7; 
local 


trade unions. 13. 


Thomas I. Kldd, for many years one 


of the moat prominent labor men in 
the United States, severed his official 
connection with the labor movement. 
His term aa fifth vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor has ex 
plred. 


A settlement was made of the strike 


of the chorus of the Metropolitan 
opera house at New York. Director 
Helnrich Conried agree.* to pay the 
members of the chorus $2'J a week In- 
stead of the $15 wages paid them for 
merly and they relinquished their de- 
mand for the 
recognition of their 


union. 


John Mltchel of the mine workers, 


while often in the public eye, Is not a 
prolific source of information to the 
Interviewer. In labor circles he baa 
won the reputation of being the man 
who can say the least words that 
mean anything in the longest given 
time. 
Most of Mr. Mltchell'a state- 


ments are formal and carefully pre- 
meditated. 


Of 957 unions, with an aggregate 


membership of 92,396, making 
re- 


turns to the American Federation of 
Labor on the conditions of trade for 
the month of November last, 
there 


were 1.2 per cent without employ- 
ment. 
In the previous month 1,855 


unions, with a membership of 154,118, 
reported 9 per cent out of work. 


The strike for the national eight- 


hour day in the book and job branch 
has begun In every town and city 
where the shorter work day is not in 
effect or granted. An assessment of 
10 per cent of the weekly wages of 
every member of the union through 
out the country has been levied to 
furnish ample funds for the battle. 


On July 1 the wages of 12,000 car- 


penters in New York city will be in- 
creased from 14.50 per day to $4.80. 
The agreement was reached between 
the Brotherhood of carpenters 
and 


joiners and the Master 
Carpenters' 


association of that city, after con- 
ferences lasting over 
two months. 


This Is a compromise, the carpenters 
asking for $5 per day. 


The railroad employes who went to 


Washington to protest against rail- 
road rate legislation are getting little 
sympathy 
and many hard knocks 


from their brethren in the labor world. 
The official journal of the switchmen 
in a recent Issue calls attention to the 
fact that none of the railroad em- 
ployes who opposed rate legislation 
represent their organizations officially. 
—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


The'average margin for the week 
as given out by Secretary Hathaway 
of the Manufacturers' association has 
been 75 37, allowing a 3 per cent 
wage dividend to the mill operatives. 
The margin Is figured on an average 
price of 11.99 for spot cotton 
and 


cloths at the same quotation as last 
week—3% cents for 28-inch 64 squares 
and 514 cents for 38%-inch goods.— 
Fall River (Mass.) Dispatch. 


It Is reported that radical changes 


In the immigration laws will follow 
if suggestions of Commissioner Gener- 
al of Immigration Sargent are 
put 


into effect. The report of the commis- 
sioner general is now about complet- 
ed. It can be said on good authority 
that Sargent Is anxious to have the 
ports of the United States closed to 
certain classes of foreigners who are 
allowed to land 
under the present 


laws. 


The referendum election of the At- 


lantic coast marine firemen's union 
has been completed. Daniel Sullivan 
of New York was unanimously re- 
elected secretary-treasurer 
for 
the 


coast. James T. Mahoney of Boston, 
was unanimously re-elected 
Boston 


agent and John M. Kearns the dele- 
gate for the port Mr. Mahoney has 
Just been also elected international 
vice president of the seamen's union, 
of which the marine firemen are a 
part. 


The longshoremen of the port of 


Boston hare decided to request that 
the wages for handling bulk cargo be 
Increased from 30 cents to 46 cents 
an hour for day work, to 46 cents 
an hour, an increase of five cents, 
for bight work, and also that time 


and a balf be paid for overtime. The 
request is made through the long* 
shoremen's trade council, which in- 
cludes the five big Knights of Labor 
assemblies of longshoremen and the 
provident union. 


The general executive board of the 


International Trades Council baa can- 
celed all Indebtedness of local coun- 
cils which have been suspended for 
arrears and ordered them reinstated 
in good standing upon their making: 
application. 
The per capita tax for 


local councils with less than 
800 


members has been reduced to 5 cents 
per member a quarter. Evidently the 
council is making a valiant effort to* 
keep alive, as it has been little beard 
of for several years.

A movement to replace women sten- 


ographers in the city ball of St. 
Louis, Mo., 
wltb men "who bavo 


families to support and can do tbe 
work just as well as women," was 
Inaugurated at tbe meeting of the 
house of delegates. A resolution in- 
troduced and unanimously adopted 
brought about the appointment of a 
committee of five "to ascertain tbe 
number of women stenographers in 
the city departments, their 
names, 


salaries, and the character of work 
performed by them." 


George W. Perkins, international 


president of the cigarmaker's union, 
and who has received practically a 
unanimous renomlnatlon. Is a native 
of WiUlamsburg, Mass. 
He joined 


the Albany union In 1884, was elect- 
ed first international 
president 
In 


1891, and has been re-elected every 
time since then. Under his direction 
tbe union has grown to one of 67,000 
members, and to be considered tba 
model among labor organizations, be- 
cause of its perfect discipline and Ita 
wonderful chain of benefits. 


A strike of 2,000 slate workers is 


on at Poultney and West Pawlett, Vt. 
and Granvllle, N. Y. The company 
reduced the wages of the men 7 per 
cent. 
They quit work immediately. 


They had no union, but Immediately 
organized one after going out. Tho 
company claims the 
reduction 
in 


wages is due to over production, and 
that it has 200,000 squares of slate, 
valued at $750,000 in stock, and the 
customary winter's falling off in de- 
mand is at hand. Tbe strike is the 
largest ever known In the slate In- 
dustry of this or any other country, 
it is said. 


The revised laws of the Internation- 


al Association of Bridge and Struct- 
ural Iron Workers, which became ef- 
fective Jan. 1, provide for some radi- 
cal changes In the financial system. 
Under the new laws the per capita 
tax to the International organization 
is 35 cents a month instead ot 40 
cents per quarter, as formerly. 
Un- 


der the old system, however, 
tbe 


members were charged 45 cents a 
quarter for the insurance fund and 
15 cents a quarter for the magazine. 
The new tax will cover all obliga- 
tions. The transfer system also was 
attended, so that all that a member 
now requires to obtain a transfer Is 
to be in good standing. Under the 
old rules 50 cents waa charged for 
each transfer. 


"For the first time in the history 


-of the anthracite board of concilia- 
tion," says Fuel, "President Baer ot 
the Reading company attended

meeting of that body the week before 
Christmas.

least 150,000 workers engaged in the 
electrical Industry. It might seem al- 
most impossible to initiate the whole 
number mentioned, but it is possible- 
to mako the roll 100,000.

Probably Bacon's authority 
was 


Tacitus ("Annals," book VI., chapter

course, the apigrammatlc flavor is 
lost.

De Quln- 
cey, who quotes the modern phrase in 
his "Opium-Rater," dwells upon Its 
alliterative value, and 
conjectures 


that our forefathers emphasized that 
alliteration by spelling physician with 
an F. Likely some of them did. The 
strange thing is that De Quincey 
seems to have been ignorant of the 
fact that the craze for alliteration 
had gone so far as to change the age 
in the proverb—Penn Steele in The 
Sunday Magazine.

The search that has been made re- 


cently for quicksilver prospects In 
that section has brought to light 
other interesting geological wonders. 
It is stated by Dr. Phillips that fifty 
extinct volcanoes have been found 
there. A number of rich quicksilver 
mines are being operated in the dis- 
trict, and preparations are being made 
to develop many other promising pros- 
pects 
Dr. Phillips says that the 


quicksilver output of the district this 
jear will be at least 6,000 flasks — 
New York Times.

We find 
therefor* that the attractiveness of 
may money making outweighs by 
nearly $100,000 the natural disinclina- 
tion to engage in an objectionable call- 
ing. 
All observers may not agree 


that tho calling is objectionable. U 
Is a necessary calling. All will agree 
aa to that. There must be some ap- 
paratus for bringing together the buy- 
ers and sellers of securities and mak- 
ing: prices at which they can trade. 
Investors who want to buy stocks or 
bonds absolutely need as a rule brok- 
ers to act for them, and somebody 
to constitute a market. But a small 
number of brokers could take care of 
alt tha real investors. About ninety- 
nine hundredths of the stock brokers' 
business Is dons for speculators, who 
buy stocks that they believe will go 
BB and sell stocks which they think 
will go down. 


So pretty much all tbe brokers' offi- 


ces are gambling shops, run Wide open 
in conformity with the law and uu- 
der supervision of various prophets 
We are all gamblers when we buy or 
sell stocks on a margin, anticipating 
a rise or a fall, and tbe brokers are 
th* gentlemen croupiers who assist 
us In getting up our money, and in 
getting hands on our gains when we 
are winners.—Harper's Weekly.
